Ecclesiastical Confederation: 

It has often been predicted that the 
political confederation of all British 
North America would soon bo follow- 
ed by a federated union of the various 
Presbyterian and Methodist families 
within tho same territory. That which 
was predicted and what good men set 
themselves to promote has at length 
happily come about. Tho event is one 
of very great interest politically as 
well as morally and religiously, and 
it has received duo prominence in tho 
press of Old Canada. Referring to 
Prosbyterian union, tho Toronto 
' Globe' says : 

All the difficulties connected with 
the preliminary negotiations for Pres- 
byterian Union have been happily 
BUrmounted, and little now remains 
to be eileeted but the necessary legis- 
lation in order to secuie tho Church 
property under tho new name which 
the Church will assume. Tho nego- 
tiating bodies are four — tho Canada 
Presbyterian Church; the Presbyter- 
ian Church connected with the Church 
of Scotland; tho Presbyterian Church 
of the Lower Provinces of N. B. A., 
and the Church of Scotland in Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, and adjoining 
Provinces. Tho Supreme Courts of 
all these Churches have all but unan- 
imously decided in favour of tho basis 
of Union agreed upon, 'and a final 
meeting will be lead in the course of a 
few weeks to arrange for the consumma- 
tion of tho Union during the coming 
year. This United Church will bo a 
strong one, both in numbers and 
wealth. In tho C. P. Church there are 
1!) Presbyteries; in the Kirk 11; in the 
P. Church of Lower Provinces 10; and 
in Church of Scotland in lower Pro- 
vices 6; altogether 46 Presbyteries. Of 
course there will not be so many in 
the United Church, for a good many of 
them cover tho same ground, and 
though tho Presbyteries will be lar- 
ger, they will not be quite so numer- 
ous." 

Our contemporary presents an in- 
teresting statistical table, from which 
it appears that there are GOG ministers, 
whoso stipends average $8-10, and 1,- 
003 congregations,' and it proceeds to 
say: 

"Each of these Churches has a fund 
for the bonefit of ministers' widows 
and orphans. The first on tho sche- 
dule has for this purpose a capital of 
$77,089, and an annual revenue of 
$16,134. The second has a capital of 
$73,153, and a revenue of $0,018. Tho 
third has $'20,000 invested, and the 
fourth has just commenced to form a 
fund. In all, the aggregate capital 
for this purposo is $102,021. Accord- 
ing to tho census of 1871, the popu- 
lation connected with these Churches 
is 509,000, or nearly one-sixth of the 
population of Cauada — next in num- 
bers to tho Church of Rome. In 
whatever light this union is viewed, 
its importance and capability for good 
will bo manifest. The Presbyterians 
have always been an activo and intel- 
ligent part of the Canadian popula- 
tion; and, united in one ecclesiastical 
body, their iuiluonce for good cannot 
but bo greatly increased, and called in- 
to more active and sustained effort for 
the temporal and spiritual advance- 
ment of our young and vigorous Do- 
minion." 

In the matter of union, Methodism 
has taken the lead, and the first eccle- 
siastical convocation of the United Me- 
thodist Church commenced its sittings 
in the Metropolitan, Toronto, on the 
16th inst. We believe we shall be 
correct in stating that, in point of 
numbers, this body stands second 
among tho Protestant bodies of the 
Dominion. Its progress lias probably 
been more remarkable than that of any 
other. The first Methodist Conference 
ever held in Canada was in 1824, at 
which period the total membership wus 
G.108, and the number of ministers 30. 
In fifty years tho membership had in- 
creased to 73,701, and the ministers to 
718. At the former period there were 
21 small wooden buildings for worship. 
At the latter there were more than 
eighteen hundred, a largo proportion 
of which are of brick or stone, many 
of them elegant and commodious, 
Borne of them ranking among tho finest 
ecclesiastical edifices on tho continent. 
Deeply imbued with tho missionary 
spirit and withja system in some re- 
spects eminently adapted to n new 
country, Methodism may fairly chum 
the proud designation of tho Pioneer 
Protestant Church in British North 
America. It is a melancholy reflection 
that tho same opoch which marks the 
completion of tho consolidation 
of these two Churches also marks the 
commencement of what looks alarming- 
ly like the disintegration of tho other 
groat Protestant Church in British 
North America.

The Iiiilooet Resignations 

Clinton, Sept. 29. — A public meeting 
was hold on Saturday evoninglast to give 
Messrs. Humphreys unci Snnl an oppor- 
tunity to explain to their constituents the 
reason for their conduct in tho Local Le- 
gislature during last session, winch in 
nianj cases was in direct opposition to 
each other and to the wishes of many of 
their constituents. About sixty poisons 
were present from Lillooet, Clinton, Pa- 
vilion and Hat Creek. Mr. Humphreys 
spoke first and was followed by Mr. Saul. 
Mr. Humphreys claimed that Mr. Saul 
should resign his seal, as asked for by a 
majority of his constituents. Mr. Saul 
claimed ho was not asked to do so by a 
majority. Mr. Humphreys then propos- 
ed to test tho matter more fully by both 
resigning and coming before their consti- 
tuents for re-election, which proposition 
Mr. Saul accepted, and which they, ac- 
cordingly did. Their resignations were 
mailed to tho Speaker of tho House on 
Monday. 

The Ecclesiastical Ruptuue. — H is 
intimated in tho Bishop's organ that, tho 
Dean having "expressed a willingness to 
submit to lawful authority," there is a 
prospect of an amicable settlement. Now, 
the Dean has never ceased, both in Court 
and out of it, to "express a willingness 
to submit to lawful authority," and if 
that forms grounds for amicablo settle- 
ment, why in tho name of common seuso 
All the unseetLily fuss ? Wo welcoiuo tho 
organ's intimation, nevertheless, as af- 
fording tho first symptoms of repentanco 
on the part of the Bisliop. But his Lord- 
fehip may as well understand in the outset 
dhat, however earnestly good people may 
desire peace, that cannot bo purchased 
At the expense of principle. No compro- 
mise of principle can bo made by tho 
Dean or sanctioned by his people.

ment iu the future.

Tlio Bishop and Church 
Funds- 



Editor Colonist: — After reading an 
account of tlio trial of tho Very Rev'd 
Dean Cridge, begun and endod by 
Bishop Hills; after reading the differ- 
ent letters written by'Historicus" and 
others, especially tho two which ap- 
peared in your issue of Sunday last; 
after tho largo attendance at Christ 
Church the last two Sundays, what 
must the people think of Bishop Hills? 
The general opinion seems to be that, 
never beloved nor respected as the 
head of a church ought to be, ho is 
now hated by all, except, perhaps, a 
few who, for reasons pretty well- 
known, stand by him. Bishop Hills 
did not appear on Sunday with his 
Chaplain to conduct tho services, as 
.stated in his letter to tho Churchwar- 
dens; but thought it safer to pioceed to 
Esquimalt under protection of H. M. 
Navy. I wonder if he intends to hold 
on to his position here contrary to the 
wishes of the people, or will ho resign 
and leave for parts where he is not so 
well-known ? If he does resign, will 
he take as his own what has long been 
called church property? With one 
good man's salary cut down to a starv- 
ation price, because his views did not 
exactly suit his Lordship, the salary 
which, I believe, is made up by his 
congregation rather than lose so good 
a man from their midst, Christ Church 
now will rcceivo nothing at tho hands 
of his Lordship, if it ever did, for by 
all accounts the Dean's salary has been 
kept up by subscriptions, and always 
in arrears. Then to what purpose does 
the Bishop apply_tho^rovenuo received 
from real estate, mortgages, loans, 
rents from public houses, ate, gener- 
ally called church property? Does it 
go into his Lordship's purso? Surely 
not. Then let us have some account of 
it. The thing has been kept dark 
long enough. Which is Miss Burdott 
Coutts' proporty ? Which bolongs to 
the Church V and how much belongs to 
Bishop Hills? The Church seems to 
have a small share; Miss Burdett 
Coutts does not appear satisfied with 
hers. How does his Lordship stand? 
If Dame Rumor is near correct, he 
stands well, and I think would have 
made a hotter lawyer than Bishop — at 
least ho plays the part of witnoss and 
judgo pretty well, if the people would 
only allow him to carry out his sen- 
tence upon an innocent man that ho 
would crush to the dust. Away with 
such a man! AVe will not have him to 
rule over us, I predict a petition from 
the people to havo him removed. 

A Lover of True Religion. 



The Cache Creek Boarding 
School--3eef vs. Religion 

Editor Colonist. — I have seen Mr. 
Semlin's wild personal attacks, insinu- 
ations, lame excuses and attempted 
refutation of my charges about the 
derelict Trustee Board. It would be 
an outrage on public decency and un- 
justifiable encroachment on your val- 
uable space to criticise tho frothy 
production of Secretary-Treasurer to 
the Board. 

I have intentionally waited to see 
whether any immediate action would 
be taken to support the requirements 
of the School; but no. Winter will be 
on us soon and still I see no sign of 
making provision for tho comfort of 
the scholars, no well, no sheds or sta- 
bles for milch cows, no fire-wood, no 
mot-house, and the fine and imposing 
building on the east side is like a barn 
in the interior. Yards of cotton and 
paper are still needed to mako it hab- 
itable for children of tender ago; and 
who is to be blamed if not the Trus- 
tees? Is it the Superintendent of Ed- 
ucation V If not, then the Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands & Works must be 
the responsible man. Why don't the 
tho Trustees go after him? Surely an 
(dibit should be made to put what is. 
to be the model school on a right 
f uo ling. If by drawing the attention 
of the public to the dereliction of duty 
of tho Trustees is to ondanger the 
prospects of the School and "hurt tho 
reputation" of tho Institution, as I an> 
paccused of doing, let tho pooplo 
judgo. 

Before concluding, I cannot refrain 
from making a few remarks about al- 
lowing religious servico in the Board- 
ing School, a building particularly set 
apart to lie free from sectarian teach- 
ings endowed by grants of money from 
the publio treasury, with that under- 
standing. 

In establishing the school a princi- 
ple has been adopted, a secular one, 
furthermore, it is also an experimental 
school. Then allow no denomination 
or soct attempt to enter tho sectarian 
wedge. 1 have no doubt Mr. Somlin 
would be the first to cry wolf wore a 
priest of the Great Lama or Buddha 
to apply to him for pounission to turn 
it into a Josh-houso, to oiliciato, for wo 
havo already two Chineso boys and 
may have many more before long. 
There are plenty of rooms in tho im- 
mediate vicinity of tlio School that 
could be utilized for the purposo of 
holding Church service.

Mingling the Milk of Different 
Cows. — At a recent meeting of the 
dairymen one of tho members gave 
some interesting details in regard to 
experiments in mingling the milk and 
cream of different breeds. Ho found 
that tho mixed milk from two breeds 
will not produce as much butter as 
will the same milk churned separately, 
The explanation is in the variation in 
size of the globules. When a large 
globulod milk and a small globules 
milk are churned together tho larger 
gloubles separate first into butter, and 
the breaking of the smaller gloubled 
appears to be retarded. When, there- 
fore, a Jersey cow is kept in an Ayr- 
shire or Dutch herd for the purpose of 
influencing the color of tho butter, the 
larger globules of the Jersey milk aro 
broken first in the chum, and, while 
the smaller globules are being broken, 
tho butter which came first in being 
overclaimed and — theoretically, at 
least — the quality of the result is im- 
paired, if not tho quantity lessened. 
When a few Ayrshire or Dutch oows 
aie kept in a herd of Jerseys and the 
milk churned together, both theoreti- 
cally and practically, a large portion 
of the butter of the small globulod 
milk is left in tho buttermilk in a 
s*ate of globules. A like application 
may bo made to herds of nativo or 
grade cows. Unless there is unifor- 
mity within certain limits in tho milk 
globule there is a loss of produce, 
When uniformity is so soldom found 
in the external shapes of a grade or 
nativo herd, it is not probable that any 
greater uniformity exists between their 
functions.

The Commercial Outlook. 



Tho Toronto "Globe" has a temper- 
ate and careful article on this subject, 
which is well worthy of attention. We 
cannot do better than offer tho follow- 
ing extracts: — 

"Avery important factor, in any re- 
view of tho general situation, is ofcourse 
tho financial. Nothing can bo dono 
without capital — in our case represent- 
ed partly by tho savings of tho people, 
of which tho banks aro the custodians, 
and partly by tho credits which the 
banks aro enabled to grant. The lat- 
est returns of which we aro in possess- 
ion are those for July 31, from which 
wo fancy there has been no very impor- 
tant alteration during the month of 
August. Comparing with July, 1873, 
tho figures showing for Ontario and 
Quebec tho noto circulation, deposits, 
specie, legal tenders, and loans, are as 
follows: —

During the year, tho paid-up capital 
of the banks was increased about four 
millions, and the addition to their 
funds obtained from circulation and 
deposits amounts to about eight mil- 
lions from these sources 

Looking at the resources of tho coun- 
try to meet the indebtedness for which 
it has already become responsible, and 
referring more especially to this Pro- 
vince, wo have every reason to be con- 
tent with the prospect — more cause 
even than usual to be, as a nation, 
grateful to a kind Providence. Every- 
where there is an overflowing abun- 
dance of grain of all kinds; and al- 
though prices may not, probably will 
not, be equal to that realized a year 
ago, still tho rates likely to be current 
will bo remunerative to tlio farmer, and 

add largely to his savings 

Turning to the other branch of our 
subject, we find importers as a body — 
though individually there may be 
many exceptions — determined that the 
growth of wealth will not come iu this 
country through nny curtailment of 
general expenditure. The Customs 
returns aro showing that the imports 
at all loading points are very consider- 
ably in excess of those of last year, the 
increase being chiefly and very noticea- 
bly in the item of woollen goods. 
There is no reason for despondency, 
but the reverse; whilo at tho same 
time the best iuterests of our country, 
speaking simply of her material inter- 
ests, would be subserved most effec- 
tually by a careful and judicious check 
kept on the growth of credits by those 
in whose hands tho pow'or rests to im- 
pose such restraint, There is a oortuin- 
ty that present prosperity will lead to 
unhealthy inflation, and' disaster will 
follow such inflation as surely as day 
is Eucceeded by night. 

Coast of Now Guinea. 



Details appear in the London 
"Times" and "Daily News" of the ex- 
pedition of H. M. S. Basilisk, which, 
has bean exploring the northeastern 
shores of New Guinea. Tlie ship had 
arrived at Singapore at tho end of 
June, the expedition and tho survey 
of Goschen Strait and the coast from 
Last Capo to Cape Riguy, of the As- 
trolabe Gulf — about BU0 miles — having 
occupied four months. Lieutenant 
Dawson was to return on July 15th, 
by Torres Straits to Sydney, whence 
ho proceeds to Fiji to survey and re- 
port upon the harbors and passages. 
Eieao — -the island of D'Entrecasteaux, 
who visited these coasts in search of 
La Perousein 17i)3 — was found not to 
exist now. To the large D'Entrecas- 
teaux group the names of Normanby, 
Fergussou, and Goodenough were 
given by Captain Moresby. The 
coast was varied iu feature, being at 
times bold and steep, with lofty moun- 
tains, at others low and wooded, with 
off-lying coral banks and dangers. The 
natives became less friendly as the ex- 
pedition went westward. Venomous 
snakes were found, but no wild ani- 
mals. About 300 miles westward of 
East Cape the natives were stark-nak- 
ed and more debased. Collections of 
implements, articles of dross, and or- 
naments were obtained in great quan- 
tities; among the former tortoise shell 
axes and models of the war canoes, A 
few botanical and natural history spe- 
cimens wore obtained by tho medical 
officers, as well as a rough vocabulary 
of tho language. At Amboyna (Dutch 
settlement) tho Basilisk's officers met 
Mr. Alexander M.icuho Macleay, the 
llussi.ui traveler, v. ho had recently re- 
turned from the northwest coast, 
where the Datives had been hostile and 
hud eventually ousted him, full of 
suffering at Amboyna from scurvy, 
and afterwards erysipelas. The Dutch 
medical authorities thought his condi- 
tion serious when the Basillisk left 
Amboyna, The surveys of the Basil- 
isk have opened up a new route to 
Sydney, which is 280 miles shorter 
than tho shortest previously known 
route.

For a moment they stood 
before eacdi other in silonco, when Vol- 
tairo lifted the hand in his to his lips nnd 
kissod it. 

"Ah, mon ami!" elio said with a sad 
smilo. "what have wo done with our 20 
years?" 

"Ah, how true I" sighed Voltairo; "ono 
dies every twenty years. Happy nre 
thoso who have Jived them I But in the 
retrospect, noithor you nor I, Marquise, 
has cause to commissorato ourselves. My 
lifo has been a romance easy to read; but 
yours, what an eloquent and desperate 
struggle! You took up tho war of tho Ti- 
tans." 

"Alas," she replied, "I would gladly 
givo my mansion, my farms of Beauce 
and Bretag: o, my diamonds and my car- 
riages, with my dear old Suisse included, 
to live ono moro hour of our beautiful 
lifo." 

"And I," responded Voltaire; "I would 
givo my tragedies and my epic poem, my 
histories and my stories, all my past glo- 
ry, all my rights to live in posterity, with 
my fauteuil in tho Academy included, to 
take from your lips only ono of tho kisses 
of those day s." 

Then they sat down to tnlk over their 
six weeks' dream life, that lay so faraway 
back in the past, but which shone through 
all the mist of more than half a contury. 
Youth, boauty, and passion wore dead; 
only the past was loft to them. What a 
moment in their lives!— Galaxy for July. 

About th.e Royal Family. 

A Loudon correspondent, under date 
August 127th, writes: 

The Queen, as you know, has gone to 
Balmoral, but she traveled with tho ut- 
most possible privaoy. Usually she ac- 
cords especial favor to the Highland folk, 
and is glad to sco them at tho railway 
stations, and get a hearty cheer from 
them; on this occasion, by her particular 
request, all demonstrations of respect 
wcro restricted to the waving of handker- 
chiefs. This has given great offence. 
Probably Prince Leopold's stato of health 
was partly tho cause; he had to bo lifted 
in and out of tho carriage nnd steamer. 
Poor "Luppy," as the Oxford undergrad- 
vatos irreverently but endearingly nick- 
named him, is not likely to livo very long 
to enjoy his modest £15, 000 a year. Ho 
lias a very weak constitution, and it is 
said only ono skin instead of threo, as tho 
doctors toll us is our regulation number. 
But he is much liked by thoso who know 
him-, and is fond of reading, drawing and 
music. When at Oxford he made a com- 
paratively large circle of acquaintances. 
His eldest brother will need all his own 
popularity, and that of his family, to sup- 
port him when the expected appeal is 
mado to the nation to pay his debts. They 
say that Disraeli declined to allow it to 
go forward this session. There is no doubt 
that a very heavy additional burden has 
been laid upon the Prince of Wales, in 
consequence of Her Majesty's retirement 
from publio life; but nevertheless there 
are lots of rabid Democrats and those sort 
of folk in this country who will most 
gladly avail themselves of tho opportuni- 
ty, which will then be offered, of abusing 
all (he powers that bo. And there will be 
plenty of disagreeable things said and 
printed whenever tho time arrives for 
presenting the littlo bill, What is tho 
amount of it, and who will see the items? 
I hear £650,000 named as tho liguro, but 
these are among tho unknown quantities 
at present.

I havo heard moro than one 
minister in tho pulpit expatiate with 
great vehemence against the sin of 
drunkeness whose very appearance 
was proof positive that he was preemi- 
nently guilty of gluttony," 

Wet Boors. — Tho "Agriculturist" 
gives the following advice to farmers 
who. next to fishermen, are apt to get 
their boots wet through; "When the 
boots'are takeifolV, fill tiiem quite full 
with dry oats. This grain has a great 
fondness for damp, and will rapidly 
absorb the last vestige of it from the 
wet leather. As it, takes up tho mois- 
turo it swells and fills the boot with a 
tightly fitting last, keeping its fcrm 
good, and drying the leather without 
hardening it. In the morning, shako 
out tho oats and hang them in a bag 
near the fire to dry, ready for tho next 
wet night, draw on the boots, and go 
happily about tho day's work."
